The  records  on  that  crop  arc*  as  follows: 
Seed  sown  on  July  15th.  potted  in  214’s 
August  14th.  planted  in  bench  7xS  inches 
September  15th.  topped  October  1st.  and 
the  plants  came  into  good  bloom  90  days 
later.” 

The  color  is  a  good  bright  yellow,  a  shade 
or  two  deeper  than  Ceylon  Court  and  the 
stems  are  good  and  strong.  The  stock 
shows  a  little  variation  in  height  and 
shade,  but  you  can  expect  satisfactorily 
true  results.
